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Claim Rejections - 35 VSC§112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 6-7 and 13-14 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. The phrase "a side portion of the hook plates of 
the case-top face side portions of the hook protrusion of the main frame" is nonsensical. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed pubUcation in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-5 and 8-12 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
Patent 6,292,239 ("239"). 

Regarding claims 1 and 8, 239 teaches a liquid crystal display device, comprising: 
a back-Ught assembly for radiating light onto a liquid crystal panel [2]; a main frame 
having a hook protrusion formed along an upper part for mounting the back-light 
assembly [20 and the protrusion is where the screw engages 20]; and a case-top having a 
pluraHty of hook plates positioned adjacent to the hook protrusion of the main frame [21 
and where the screw is inserted], wherein the case-top includes a bent portions enclosing 
an edge portion of the liquid crystal display panel [see figure 7] and a side portion of the 
main frame [see figure 7]. 

Regarding claims 2 and 9, 239 teaches the device according to claim 1, further 
comprising a panel guide support having a fu*st protrusion extending between the liquid 
crystal display panel and the back-light assembly, a second protrusion extending 
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between the plurality of hook plates and the liquid crystal display panel, and a third 
protrusion extending between the main frame and the plurality of hook plates [17]. 

Regarding claims 3-4 and 10-11, 239 teaches the device according to claim 2, 
wherein the first protrusion contacts the liquid crystal display panel, the second 
protrusion contacts the case-top, and the third protrusion contacts the plurality of hook 
plates and the main frame [see figure 7 and 17]. 

Regarding claims 5 and 12, 239 teaches the device according to claim 2, wherein 
a portion of the case-top extends over a side portion of the hquid crystal display panel 
by a first distance and second distance [see the groove engagement on the left side when 
looking the figure]. 

Claims 1-5 and 8-12 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
Patent 5929950 ("950"). 

Regarding claims 1 and 8, 950 teaches a liquid crystal display device, comprising: 
a back-light assembly for radiating light onto a Uquid crystal panel [4]; a main frame 
having a hook protrusion formed along an upper part for mounting the back-light 
assembly [8 and 8a]; and a case-top having a plurality of hook plates positioned adjacent 
to the hook protrusion of the main frame [2], wherein the case-top includes a bent 
portions enclosing an edge portion of the liquid crystal display panel [see figure 6] and a 
side portion of the main frame [see figure 6]. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6-7 and 13-14 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
